By Certified by One Doctor. 

In support of his suggestion, 

Nack cited the disclosure by the 
'Post- Dispatch that 85 voters of 
the Seventeenth Ward cast ab- 
sentee ballots in the primary 
election last Aug. 7 on the cer- 
tification of one woman physi- 
cian that they were unable to 
go to the polls because of sick- 
ness or ilnfirmity. 

When Nack offered his plan, 
he told the other board mem- 
bers he was submitting it merely | 
for study and was not asking for 
a vote on it at this time. 

However, Board Chairman 
Michael J. Doherty asserted: 
We're ready to act now. Make 
your motion.” 

After Nack refused to do so, 
despite insistence by Doherty 
and Isaac C. Orr, a board mem- 
ber, Orr finally said: “I move 
that the plan be rejected.” 

“Have you studied it?” Nack 
exclaimed. 

“Yes, since July 17,” Orr re- 
plied hotly, referring to a simi- 
lar proposal made by Nack 
prior to the last primary elec- 
tion which also was voted down 
by the board.

Lt. Col. Clarence O. Busch 
escorted the two into the 
school at Evans’s request and 
they retrieved their belongings. 

A white boycott of the school 
began breaking up after the let- 
ter was read and a “substantial 
number” of students were in 
class after the Negroes left, 
Evans said. 

As the Negroes drove away 
from the school, the crowd 
cheered and calls of “let's don’t 
ever try it again,” were heard. 

One woman, Mrs. Stedman 
Campbell, ran behind the auto- 
mobile beating on the trunk 
with her fists, When she turned 
back, emotion showed on her 
face and tears glistened in her 
eyes. One unidentified miner 
said, “she’s the only one who 
had guts.” 

Won’t Go to Negro School. 

Before the Negro students 
got into the auto, they stopped 
for a moment to talk with re- 
porters. Asked if they would 
attend Dunbar school, an all- 
Negro school at Morganfield, 
11 miles from Sturgis, rgaret 
— replied with a» fiat, 
ee 5.” 


’ A brother and sister appeared 
to be a little more unusure of 
their future plans, however. 
Shirley Beasley said she didn’t 
exactly know if she would go to 
Dunbar.

New York City. | 

The second statement was | 
that Cohn wished to introduce | 
at the trial a specific passage | 
in the book and “developed” 
with Matusow “testimony tying 
Trachtenberg to that passage, 
though both knew it (the testi- | 
mony) to be false.” Matusow 
said this occurred at a meeting 
in Cohn’s office Feb. 17, 1952. 
Matusow gave such testimony at 
the 1952-53 trial. 

Trachtenberg was one of the

FBI Agent's Testimony. 

McCarthy, the FBI agent wit- 
ness, testified he drove Matusow 
to the secret meeting on Dec. 
19, 1951, and took notes on what 
was said. The witness said he 
had no recollection of any men- 
tion of the Vishinsky book. 

McCarthy said Matusow was 
introduced to the prosecutors 
ase“John Alden.” His real 
Name was concealed so he 
would be protected if the prose- 
cutors decided not use him as 
a witness. 

McCarthy recalled hearing 
Matusow outline his qualifica- 
tions as an ex-Communist to 
Cohn and the others. Then the 
prosecutors read Matusow the 
indictment and McCarthy add- 
ed: “Matusow indicated he 
knew all or almost all of those 
named in it.” 

Under cross-examination by 
defense counsel Stanley Faulk- 
ner, McCarthy said that, al- 
though he could not recall a 
mention of the Vishinsky book, 
he coud not say definitely that 
the book was not mentioned. 

Marks; who was in charge of 
the prosecution at the conspir- 
acy trial, testified that the book 
was not mentioned at the secret 
meeting. He said also that Cohn 
would not have been in a po- 
sition to influence Matusow’s 
testimony at the time that Matu- 
sow alleged. Marks said Cohn 
was not aSsigned to Matusow 
until April 1952 

Marks said Matusow talked 
glibly of Communist theory and 
dogma, representing himself as 
well-versed in the subjects be- 
cause of his background in the 
party. 

“Was there any reason for 
you to doubt the reliability of 
Matusow as a witness?”

Luria Brothers and Granite 
City Steel are among 21 com- 


panies named in a Federal 
Trade Commission complaint 
charging monopolistic practices. 

“There isn’t a scrap dealer 
in this area who wouldn't trade 
places with me since we have 
had the agreement,” Gordon 
testified at a hearing here on 
the FTC complaint. 

He said his firm also sup- 
plies scrap metal on the same. 
basis to other companies in the 
St. Louis area, including Scullin 
Steel, Laclede Steel, General 
Steel Castings and American 
Steel Foundry. 

Gordon said he first made an 
agreement with Granite City 
Steel in March 1950 to supply 
all its scrap metal needs. He 
added that he has been “very 
happy” with the arrangement. 
$1 a Ton Above Market Price. | 

The principal feature of ood 
atreement with the Granite 
City firm is that Luria Brothers | 
commits itself to supply the» 
firm's stated needs for a 90-day 
period, receiving in return a 
commission of $1 a ton above,

Hé said another part of the 
agreement provides that, upon |

Gordon told John Lewis, FTC 
examiner. that sometimes he {fs 
able “to make a little more than 
$1 a ton” ard sometimes “I 
lose a little” in obtaining scrap 
for additional deliveries. 

Steel Official Testifies. 
John N. Marshall, board chair- 
man of Granite City Steel, tes-" 
tified yesterday his firm made 
the agreement with Luria. 
Brothers because other scrap| 
metal firms were trying to take 
advantage of his company by, 
keeping the supply low and the 

price up. 

The FTC complaint is di- 
rected . primarily at Luria 
Brothers & Co. Linked with 
the firm in the complaint is 
Southwest Steel Corp. of Pitts- 
burgh, which the FTC said was 
wholly owned by Luria and 
dominated the scrap market in| 
the Pittsburgh area. 

The complaint chargés the. 
steel companies with “acting in | 
concert and co-operation with | 
Luria to channel scrap” through 
Luria and Southwest Steel. The | 
companies named, in addition to | 
Granite City Steel, include 
United States Steel Corp, Beth- | 
lehem Steel Corp., National | 
Steel Corp. and other smaller | 
steel manufacturers. 

Luria and Southwest Steel, 
the FTC charged, had moved 
into a “monopolistic position” | 
in the scrap industry, and the | 
steel companies named in the 
complaint .made agreements 
which helped them to gain 
their dominant position.

Kuhel, formerly from Brook- 
lyn, New York, is manager of 
the Chase Manhattan Bank's 
branch office here.

tating “nuisance.” 


But, if the nation should de- 
cide that the hazard is exten- 
sive enough, combative .tech- 
niques are available or develop- 
able “at significant cost,” de- 
clared four air pollution ex- 
at a news conference dur- 
ng a meeting here of the 
American Chemical Society. 


The experts were Dr. Joseph 
W. E. Harrison of LaWall and 
Harrisson, consulting chemists, 
Philadelphia; Dr. Solomon Love 
of the Army Chemical] Center, 
Edgewood, Md.; Louis McCabe 
of Resources Research Inc., 
Washington, D.C., and Dr. 
Kingsley Kay of Canada’s De- 
partment of National Health 
and Welfare. 


Available techniques, which 
could be extended if deemed 
necessary, they said, include 
“elaborate scrubbing devices” 
for collection of industrial 
fumes and the burning of

Proposal to Expand 
Nuclear Studies 
Heartens Delegates. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP) 
—An inter-American conference 
moved into its final sessions 
today with some Latin Ameri- 
can delegates expressing dis- 
appointment at United States 
proposals to aid the area. 

But there was general agree- 
ment that the t.eeting would 
produce something worthwhile. 

The American proposals were 
outlined by the United States 
representative, Dr. Milton Eis- 
enhower, brother of the Presi- 
dent. 

They included suggestions for 
industrialization, better train- 
ing and research in agriculture, 
improved statistical data, co- 
operation in fighting malaria 
and tuberculosis, more scholar- 
ships for Latin Americans, bet- 
ter educational systems, and 
other plans. 

Some Latin American dele- 
gates termed the United States 
proposals “vague, indefinite and 
inadequate.” 

However, the visiting repre- 
sentatives of the presidents of 
the 20 other American republics 
generally praised a previous an- 
nouncement by Dr. Eisenhower. 
It concerned United States 
plans for broadening facilities 
for training. experimental work, 
and laboratory research in 
peaceful uses of atomic energy. 

“If the conference produced 
nothing else, the atomic energy 
program of the United States 
would make it to some degree 
worthwhile, but of course we 
hope for much, much more,” 
said one delegate. 

After an afternoon session the 
conference will end. It is ex- 
pected to announce, probably 
tonight, a series of recommenda- 
tions for economic and social 
works aimed at bettering the 
lives of Latin Americans. 

The United States proposal 
for speeding development of 
Latin America were presented 
yesterday. Some delegates said 
the suggestions did not offer 
hope for immediate help. 

The Latin Americans empha- 
sized, however, that basic prob- 
lems have been covered fully 
in proposals by their own dele- 
gates.

In several hours | 
of climbing up and down the 
wooden stairs of rickety fire 
traps, we found not a single 
Negro voter who intended to 
vote Republican. Asked why, 
almost all would respond in 
much the same words: “We're 
poor people, and the Democrats 
are more for the poor people.” 
Not Aroused on Civil Rights. 

By the same token, in the 
slum buildings we met hardly 
anyone who was really stirred 
by the civil rights issue. What 
aroused the passions of the 
slum dwellers was the rent they 
paid for their miserable quar- 
ters. “They condemn the build- 
ing and then double the rent,” 
said a big man furiously. “Now 
is that right?” He had been 
utterly apathetic about civil 
rights. 

If there is such a thing as a 
solid bloc vote, it is in the Negro 
slums, where the people vote 
Democratic almost instinctively 
—if they vote at all. 
in the immediate foreseeable 
future, there is really no way 
for the Republicans to make 
important gains in the Harlem 
slums. 


But by no means all of Har- 
lem is slum, fortunately. And 
the change in political and 
social atmosphere when you 
move out of the slums and into 
one of the low-cost housing 
projects, or into a respectable 
apartment house, is downright 
astonishing. 

The Big Difference. 

Not that there is much in- 
crease in Republican sentiment. 
Even in the really elegant apart- 
ments, the vast majority of Ne- 
groes consider themselves Dem- 
ocrats. ‘Our count, for what it 
is worth, was Stevenson 63 per 
cent, Eisenhower 20 per cent, 
don’t know 17 per cent, as 
against a 1952 vote of Steven- 
son 78 per cent, Eisenhower 22 
per cent. 

The real difference is that, 
outside the slum areas, there 
are a lot of Negro voters who 
might have been persuaded to 
switch to Eisenhower—enough 
to make a big difference at the 
polls. 

There is one issue, and one 
issue alone, which could cause 
such a switch—civil rights.

Alternative to Force 


President Eisenhower is said to believe that 
continued negotiation is the only valid course 
for the maritime nations to pursue in the Suez 
canal dispute. According to Marguerite Higgins 
of the New York Herald Tribune, the President 
expressed this view last week in. a message to 
Prime Minister Eden warning that under pres- 
ent conditions the United States would stand 
aloof from any war with Egypt. 

Secretary Dulles also has made clear Ameri- 
can opposition to the use of force. But does he 
agree with the President that the alternative is 
continued negotiation? This is not so certain. 

The canal users’ association which Mr. Dulles 
is trying to set up at London does not look like 
negotiatiorl. It looks like boycott. Having pre- 
sented the 18-nation plan for an international 
control body to President Nasser, and having 
been turned down, the maritime powers do not 
appear to be seeking an acceptable compromise. 
Instead they are getting ready to apply eco- 
nomic pressure. 

Secretary Dulles has announced that dollar 
loans will be available to supply Europe with 
Western Hemisphere oil and that some shipping 
will be diverted around Africa. Evidently the 
plan is, once the users’ association has been 
formed, to present a convoy at the canal, and 
seek passage for it on the users’ own terms. If 
Egypt refuses, then shipping would be. detoured 
around the canal and the matter would be taken 
to the United Nations Security Council. 

How good a case could the maritime powers 
make there? Egypt would be accused of inter- 
fering with the rights of free passage guaran- 
teed by the Constantinople Convention of 1888. 
But it seems to us the users would have a most 
difficult time proving that they have the right 
to passage at tolls determined by themselves, 
with traffic management supplied by themselves, 
and under direction of their own pilots. 

That would be something like a group of bus 
passengers insisting on the right to ride at 
fares determined by themselves, on a schedule 
fixed by themselves, and with their own driver. 

This may be one reason why some of the user 
nations are more than cool to the Dulles plan. 
Possibly also some feel that the use of economic 
force through a boycott is only one step re- 
moved from the use of military force. We hope 
therefore that the users’ association plan will be 
most carefully considered at London. It is quite 
proper for the users to deal collectively with 
Nasser, but joint efforts directed toward trying 
to negotiate an acceptable new contract would 
be on firmer ground than the application of 
economic power to impose their own terms. 
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A Step Toward Air Safety 

It is most encouraging to know that a midair 
collision warning device developed by the Col- 
lins Radio Co. has been endorsed by a special 
committee of the nation’s airlines for production 
as soon as possible. There. has long been a need 
for such a device. The Grand Canyon collision 
of last June 30 in which 128 persons fell to their 
deaths showed how imperative is the need for 
such a safety device. ots. 

This electronic indicator, when it locates a 
plang that is too close or upon a collision course, 
will Five an audible warning. Lights will come 
on, giving the location of the plane and distance. 

Two major airlines are reported negotiating 
to buy the device for all their planes but it is 
expected to be almost two years before the 
newly designed mechanism will be in production. 
Surely the time required can be reduced since 
the need is so urgent. 

Traffic control on the alrways is outmoded and 
overtaxed as result of parsimony in Congress, the 
Budget Bureau and the Department of Com- 
merce. Belated efforts, including the appropria- 
tion of $246,000,000, have been made by the Ad- 
ministration to achieve safer airlanes but it is ex- 
pected to require another two or three years be- 
fore the goal can be fully achieved. And with 
jet passenger airliners coming into the picture 
within the same perfod of time, the problem will 
be acute. 
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At Clay and Clinton 

The difference between school integration 
at Clinton, Tenn., and the failure of integration 
at Clay, Ky., illustrates the long, painful process 
of providing equal education by court order. 

When Gov. Clement called out National 
Guardsmen to protect integration at Clidton, he 
was In effect upholding a United States district 
court order. The school authorities had accept- 
ed that order. By now the town has done so. 

But when Gov. Chandler called out troops 
at Clay, it was simply to protect the four Negro 
children who had sought to enroll in high 
school.. They had no court order. And now that 
the local school board has formally issued an 
order denying them admittance, the Negroes 
have given up their courageous effort and will 
go back to ar all-Negro school. A somewhat sim- 
llar situation exists at Sturgis. 

It is obvious that the integration battle is 
going to have to be fought through the courts 
again and again in many communities, until the 
reluctance of some states slowly erodes away. 
The Department of Justice is so far helping in 
only one such case, at Hoxie, Ark. So the bur- 
den for pushing and paying for an untold amount 
of legal action seems unfortunately to be falling 
upon the Negr themselves, and particularly 
on the National ASsociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People. : 

It would be most unfair to characterize the 
N.A.A.C.P. as extremist; it is fighting to uphold 
what the Supreme Court says is the law of the 
land, and it is fighting almost single-handedly. 
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Important State Races 

Thanks to a KETC educational television pro- 
gram of the League of Women Voters, “Meet Mr. 
Candidate,” residents of the St. Louis area have 
had an opportunity to begin a fairly intimate 
appraisal of St. Louis and Missouri nominees for 
office. In a presidential election year, the ten- 
dency often is to give so much attention to the 
race for the White House that other offices, how- 
ever important, are slighted. 

In his effort to give vitality to the two-party 
system in Missouri, Lon Hocker of Clayton, the 
Republican nominee for Governor, is doing things 
and taking stands that candidates generally 
avoid. Early in his campaign Mr. Hocker did not 
hesitate to go before a group of local members 
of the American Civil Liberties Union to deliver 
a strong appeal in behalf of the practice as well 
as the preachment of basic human rights. It 
recalled Senator Hennings’s uncompromising 
criticism of McCarthyism in the original cam- 
paign of Missouri's senior Senator six years ago. 

Only this week, Mr. Hocker came forward with 
& provocative proposal with respect to taxation 
in Missouri. Knowing that Missouri needs more 
revenue for its public services, Mr. Hocker 
recommended an ieqreese;in the state sales tax 
from 2 to 3 cents with food and medicines ex- 


penal, mental, correctional, charitable and edu- 
cational facilities of Missouri require more ade- 
quate support. If the G.O.P. nominee for Gov- 
ernor knows how to raise it and at the same 
time eliminate the tax which Missourians now 
pay for necessary food and medicines, we can 
be sure the people of this state will want to 
hear more about it in the campaign. 


Instructions to Mr.: Nixon 


President Eisenhower's instructions to Vice — 


President Nixon as the latter took off on his 
15,000-mile campaign tour through 32 states 
were admirable. So far as they went the Presi- 
dent’s words could hardly be improved on: 
I see no reason for going to the public 
with anything except the truth, the truth 
about the situation as it was in 1952, what 
has been accom , the problems as they 
stand today and what we propose to do 
about them in the future. 
The record itself is sufficient, if it is made 
sufficiently to all Americans. 
By no do we need to claim per- 
fection. We don't need .to indulge in the 
exaggerations of partisan’ political talk. 
These are the sentiments of a man who real- 
izes that the truth Hes between the extremes 
and that politicians do themselves no good 
when they claim all the white is on their side 
and all the black on the side of their opponents. 

Having set this high standard for the Republi- 
cans, the President undoubtedly will keep an 
eye on the extremists in the party ranks below 
him. If he is able to hold the G.O.P. campaign 
to the level he raised for Richard M. Nixon, the 
President will have written a new chapter in the 
history of political campaigning. 
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Failure of the Reserve Act 

The Reserve Forces Act, which has been limp- 
ing along since it became law in August, 1955, 
is sprawled flat for all to see as a failure in the 
defense program. The National Security Train- 
ing Commission does not have the courage to 
so label this measure but the facts in the re- 
port make the situation quite clear. 

The original first-year goal was 100,000 six- 
month trainees but the commission reports that 
only 40,000 volunteered and half of them were 
deferred to finish high school.:‘The commission, 
a group of civilian and retired military men ap- 
pointed by Congress to monitor the program, in- 
dicated in a roundabout way that it probably 
will take the draft to get the Reserves that the 
armed services need. 

The original bill had included draft provisions 
but they had to be cut out to get the measure 
through, an overly draft-conscious Congress that 
had its eye on the elections that lay ahead. When 
President Eisenhower signed the watered-down 
measure \he commented that it fell short. He 
also ordered Secretary of Defense Wilson to pre- 
pare for presentation to the next session of Con- 
gress such amendments as were needed “to cor- 
rect the deficiencies of this legislation.” There 
are no indications that Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son has done anything to follow out this order. 

Yet just before the bill was enacted, Secretary 
Wilson was defending cuts in Army personnel 
by pointing to the Reserves and commenting, 
“Reserves are the key to the solution of the 
Army’s problem.” Last February, Secretary of 
the Army Brucker said that the standing Army 
must be backed by “a very substantial Reserve 
force.” Assistant Secretary of Defense Carter L. 
Burgess, presiding over manpower, personnel 
and Reserve affairs, explained from time to 
time that the program was just about to get 
under way. 

It has been obvious for several years that in 
these days when armed conflict can break out 
quickly and when our standing forces are rela- 
tively small in number, the value of the Reserves 
is a high factor in national defense. 

As the Reserve will be a problem for the new 
Congress, the facts about it ought to be fully 
discussed in the current campaign for seats in 
the Senate and House. 


While Motorists Wait 

The Chamber of Commerce has announced 
the beginning of an “aggressive” program to 
promote adoption of the Metropolitan Master 
Traffic Control Plan, especially in St. Louis 
county. 

An important feature of the plan would pro- 
hibit parking on main arteries from the levee 
to Lindbergh during rush hours. These avenues 
are less clogged now in the city than in local 
business districts in the County. To accommodate 
local merchants, a street space essential to traf- 
fic movement is retailed to shoppers by parking 
meters at 5 cents an hour. This fs both uneco- 
nomical and obstructive to traffic. 

If the Chamber's aggressive program makes 
any headway in opening the streets everyone 
who drives an automobile will join in a rous- 
ing cheer for a superior accomplishment. Two 
cheers if this happens soon. 
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New York Can Hardly Lose 


Voters in New York State are faced with an 
unusual and fortunate situation in the sena- 
torial campaign. Mayor Robert F. Wagner of 
New York City, the Democratic candidate, and 
Attorney General Jacob K. Javits, the Republi- 
can, both are men of ability. Both, further- 
more, are politically forward-looking. 

Mayor’Wagner is the able son of a distin- 
guished father, The late Senator Robert F. 
Wagner introduced the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act which is still popularly called “the 
Wagner Act,” and the Social Security Act, two 
of the outstanding accomplishments of the New 
Deal. He also introduced the Railroad Pension 
Act. Before going to the Senate he was a jus- 
tice of the New York Supreme Court. His son 
has made a good record as Mayor of the nation's 
largest city. 

Attorney General Javits in eight years’ service 
in the House voted on the liberal side of a 
number of important issues. He voted for more 
funds for public power and for certain govern- 
ment reorganization plans proposed by then 
President Truman. He voted to sustain Mr. 
Truman's vetoes of the McCarran immigration 
bill, the Taft-Hartley Act, and the subversive 
activities control bill. He voted against the 
offshore-oil bill, reduction of TVA funds, and 
antitrust exemptions for certain railroads. 

On 60 of 72 major roll call votes in the House 
he was on the same side as Representative 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. whom he defeated 
for New York Attorney General in 1954. 

New York State voters consequently will have 
an able Senator of progressive views, whichever 
way their selection falls. Their choice therefore 
will probably be determined by such considera- 
tions as their preference for President, whether 
they want a Democratic or a Republican ma- 
jority in Congress, and whether they desire to 
add strength to the Republican liberal wing yet

Stevenson and the Draft: Five Views Between Book Ends z

Speaking before the American Legion 
convention in Los Angeles, Adlai Ste- 
venson expressed the hope that the 
military draft would be ended “at the 
earliest possible moment consistent 
with national safety.” To this he added: 
“There is not peace—the peacé we seek 
—while our sons and brothers are still 
being drafted for two years of military 
service, their schooling interrupted, 
their normal lives postponed.” 


While Mr. Stevenson's hope of ending 
the draft law was carefully guarded 
by the phrase “at the earliest possible 
moment consistent with national safe- 
ty,” it is difficult ndt to read into these 
remarks an appeal to the spirit of let- 
down natural in a people who have 
made the sacrifice that the people of 
this country have made in the “cold 
war’’—that is, in the effort to keep the 
United States strong in the face of po- 
tential Soviet aggression. 


We do not think that this appeal on 
Mr. Stevenson's part will be helpful, 
either at home, where there is every 
reason to believe that a sustained effort 
to maintain a strong defense will be 
needed for a long time to come, or 
abroad, where the effect of Mr. Steven- 
son's remarks seems likely to be at 
least disconcerting. 


If the threat of Soviet aggression 
continues to be as real as Mr. Steven- 
son himself has many times said it was, 
this is not the time to talk of the sacri- 
fices of the American draft or to hint 
hopefully at the possible end of the 
real bulwark of American military 
strength—the Selective Service Act. 

The campaign is young, and Mr. Ste- 
venson will have many opportunities to 
say more on these and other subjects. 
We believe it is a fair statement, how- 
ever, that at certain points the early 
days of his campaign have been dis- 
appointing to a considerable number 
of independent voters.

Adlai Stevenson's comments on the 
military draft scarcely constitute “a 
blatant attempt to get votes,” as Re- 
publican Senator Knowland of Cali- 
fornia has charged. 

What Stevenson told the Legion- 
naires was this: “There is not peace— 
the peace we seek—while our sons and 
brothers are still being drafted for two 
years of military service, their school- 
ing interrupted, their normal lives post- 
poned.”

Stevenson gave. But he detracted from 
the force of his theme by holding out 
hope that “within the foreseeable fu- 
ture” the military draft can be ended. 
He did not directly make the draft a 
political issue. On the contrary, he de- 
plored the idea of playing politics with 
a matter so vital to the national secu- 
rity and acknowledged that Republicans 
as well as Democrats are eager to see 
the draft ended “at the earliest possible 
moment consistent with the national 
safety.” 


But the very fact that he kindled 
hopes for abolition of the draft in a po- 
litical speech tends to drag into the 
arena of partisan politics an issue which 
has no more place there than the cause 
of peace. It also involves him in an 
inconsistency over the reliance on nu- 
clear weapons, which would be an im- 
portant factor in curtailment of the 
draft.

Mr. Stevenson’s remarks about the 
draft are much like Mr. Eisenhower's 
1952 remarks about Korea. In each 
case more appears to have been prom- 
ised than actually was promised. 


In the Korean case, there was a good 
chance that the implied promise could 
be fulfilled, because the Korean war 
had reached the state of potential settle- 
ment. In the draft case the implied 
promise may well be fulfilled, for the 
Administration is reducing manpower 
requirements and is planning a new 
type of armed force which will need 
skilled, long-term professionals more 
than it will need raw levies. 


In the Korean case, the Democrats 
called the implied promise irrespon- 
sible. In the draft case, the Repub- 
licans call the implied promise irre- 
sponsible. 


The art of the political exercise is 
to appear to be first in favor of some- 
thing which most people want and 
which may become, in part at least, 
achievable. In 1952, the Republicans 
had the advantage in the practice of 
this art. 


Plainly Mr. Stevenson does not in- 
tend to let this advantage go unchal- 
lenged in 1956. On the draft issue 
he has the Republicans as much on the 
defensive as his own party was on the 
defensive regarding Korea in 1952: for 
the side which must claim that the 
other's promise is irresponsible is polit- 
ically, if not intellegtually, on the de- 
fensive.

“Novels nowadays are supposed te’ 
have a message. You take a platitude 
and a paradox, mix them together, and 
inform your readers that the resultant

Dr. Cowdry, opening a sym- 
posium on aging in Mexico City 
today, noted that cancer mor- 
tality for all ages in human be- 
ings is greater for males than 
for females. He said the death 
rate for females is on the de- 
cline, while that for males is 
still rising. 


Hidden in Males. 


“In males,” he said, “cancer 
strikes the deep-lying and hid- 
den parts of the body; such as 
the lungs and digestive tract. 
On the cther hand, in females 
most death-dealing cancers are 
of the breast and uterus where 
they can be readily detected 
and promptly treated. 

“A good deal of emphasis is 
placed by some people on the 
fact that women co-operate bet- 
ter with their physicians than 
men do, seeking advice more 
regularly and following it.” 

Other St. Louis speakers be- 
fore the Mexico City meeting 
have included Dr. William B. 
Kountz, assistant professor of 
clinical medicine at Washington 
University, and E. H. Hopkins, 
vice chancellor for development 
at the university.

golf pro position and the 
impression is ined that, 
despite the fact it must be a 
fair job, it hasn't appeared to 
be quite what some prospects 
woulq like. 

Where doer a a geif pro 
want? 

Ed Furgol, who has quit 
Westwood and hasn't made 
another connection so far, 
was asked to explain. 

Furgol readily answered 
with details of what an estab- 
lished golf professional 
should reasonably expect to 
receive from his job. 

“The bulk of a profession- 
al’s income comes from equip- 
ment sales and this should 
run $50,000 a year. That's 
gross, and not large consider- 
ing the price of golf balls, 
clubs and such thes days.” 
(The net return to a pro, Fur- 
gol indicated, would be about 
25 per cent of the gross). 

“For club care (storage, 
cleaning and the like) a pro 
should expect to get $24 per 
golf-playing member a year. 
This is on a 12-month basis, 
which is the case at country 
clubs in the St. Louis area. 

“The pay of caddie master 
and starter is a club obliga- 
tion and shouldn't be paid by 
the pro. 

“The pro should provide 
capable teaching and mer- 
chandising assistants. For two 
shop boys and two assistant 
pros this may cost the pro as 
much as $8000 a year on a 12- 
month basis. 

“To help meet this over- 
head the professional's re- 
tainer or salary fee, should 
run to $4800 for 12 months, 
pro-rated down according to 
the length of time the club is 
pen. 
> “From lessons (at top rate 

of $4 per half-hour, $8 per 
hour), a pro should expect 
to receive, along with assist- 
ants, a total of about $3500 
& year.” 
Standard of Living. 
NDER these hypothetical 
circumstances, a profes- 
sional should make be- 
tween $12,500 and $15,000 
per year, Furgol said. 

If that sounds like a hand- 
some sum even for such a 
skilled worker, Furgol is 
quick to remind you of the 
factor of hours, hours that | 
may not include time spent 
in maintaining playing pro- 
ficiency, part of a pro's stock 
in trade. 

In the eight months of the 
Season a professional, on 
Pither a six-day or seven-day 
week, may easily be required 
to be on hand 65 hours a 
week. In the other four months 
it may be around 45 hours a 
week on the average. 

' Thus, without taking into 

ideration an overtime 
actor that would apply to 
wages of 40-hour-week work- 
ers, the professional's income 
of $12,500 to $15,000 a year 
would be the equivalent to 
$8333 to $10,000 for the 40- 
hour-week worker. 

The golf pro wants many 
things, of course. Furgol, for 
instance, has appeared to 
want more freedom in going 
to summer tournaments, But 
he says that the generally ac- 
cepted limit northern clubs 
place on summer play is satis- 
factory. This allows the pro 
to compete, if he can qualify, 
in the National Open, Na- 
tional P.G.A., Masters and 
Tam O'Shanter tournaments. 

In summiarizing what a pro 
fhould get, Furgol naturally 
would give the professional 
the benefit of doubt. But in 
helping to put light on the 
St. Louis area situation as re- 
gards golf professionals, he 
Obliged with comment, and 
hoped not to appear as a 
critic. 

Facts of Pro Life. 

O far as merchandising 

goes, maybe one in the area 

grosses $50,000: the rest 
no better than half that, Fur- 
gol said. That means that, 
on a 25 per cent net basis, 
the expected return even at 
g00d clubs will be no better 
than $6000 or so. 

All pros can't command $8 
an hour for lessons of course. 
Some may still receive as low 
is $3 an hour, some $5.

In+ the last few years, fine 
frozen shrimp all ready for 
cooking have heartily wel- 
comed. Each one efter prepara- 
tion is flash-frozen individually. 
That does not mean that each 
is frozen by itself but that each 
with its ice coating is separate 
from the others when the carton 
is opened. 


These should be cooked with- 
out thawing by emptying the 
box into boiling salted water. 
The water should be allowed to 
return to a boil, then the sauce- 
pan should be removed from 
the heat at once. After stand- 
ing three minutes, the shrimp 
should be drained, and are then 
ready to serve with a sauce.

FROM YOUR long letter, Mrs. O., it certainly does ap- 
pear that (1) you are jealous of his children, (2) he feels 
guilty about the divorce and is trying to make up to the 
children for it, and (3) you are not handling this very dif- 
ficult situation in a constructive way but merely making 
things unpleasant for all concerned. 

Generally speaking, any man owes first allegiance to 
his wife. If he fails in marriage, it’s harmful to his chil- 
dren. This would be the case likewise in a second marriage 
—the children will be damaged by a second failure on his 
part, because he will be damaged and can’t help passing 
some of the damage on to them. But his concern for his 
offspring is something to be praised, not condemned. He'd 
be a poor specimen if he weren't concerned with them.

™ ELDOM a week goes by 
without its visitors from 
foreign lands coming through 
the St. Louis area to study, ob- 
erve, exchange ideas an 
understanding. Last week 
brought two visitors from Ger- 
many, Dr. Hans Bolewski and 
Pastor Werner Dicke. Coinci- 
dentally both work~-for the 
Evangelical (Lutheran) church, 
in allied lines of endeavor, in 
towns approximately 25 miles 
apart, yet neither knew of the 
other’s presence here until the 
interviewer told them. 

Dr. Boleswski, director of the 
Evangelical Academy at Loc- 
cum, Ueber Wunstorf, is spon- 
sored by the American Council 
on Education, and has been 
learning about colleges and 
students. Pastor Dicke, direc- 
tor of the Evangelical Rehabili- 
tation Center, Annastift, at 
Hannover-Kleefeld, is on a 
United Nations Fellowship, 
studying methods of rehabili- 
tating the handicapped. 

Both have been on the cus- 
tomary fast-paced schedule, 
whisked from one place te an- 
other, taking in impressions of 
customs, outlook, philosophy, 
mostly a favorable impression of 


what Pastor Dicke describes 


with a sweep of the hands as 
“your freedom — freedom in 
everything.” 

Dr. Bolewski (pronounced 
Boleffski) has seen a little more 
of the country because he 
veered away from his schedule 
long enough for what he de- 
scribes with a smile as “an 
escapade to Texas.” 

“I was to be in Philadelphia 
on Labor day,” he explains, 
“but then I learned that it was 
a holiday and I could not see 
the people I had hoped to see. 
Some of the boys at Gettysburg 
Lutheran College, where I was 
attending a seminar, said, ‘Why 
don’t you spend Labor day with 
us, in ‘Houston, Tex.?’ At the 
last minute, the boys couldn't 
go so I drove to Texas with 
three college girls. 

“I believe,” he said in what 
may be the understatement of 
the year, “I saw more of the 
life of the country than most 
exchange visitors see. We 
drove through the Blue Ridge 
and Smoky Mountains, went 


swimming in some beautiful 
lakes in Alabama, went to New 
Orleans when I took the young 
ladies to a restaurant called the 
Two Sisters. We were on the 
highway three days, seeing mo- 
tels, drug stores, drive-ins. It 
was simply delightful.” 

When he reached Houston, 
Dr. Bolewski hopped a plane 
back to Philadelphia and here 
for the first time realized the 
disadvantage of the American 
custom of first name acquaint- 
ance. 

“The boy friend of one of the 
girls went to the airport with 
us,” he says. “We were in two 
cars and he had my luggage but 
he didn’t get there in time so 
I had to leave without my lug- 
gage. By chance I knew the 
last name of one of the girls; 
otherwise all I would have 
known was that my possessions 
were with Vicky and Bonnie 
and Joan in Houston.” 

In studying colleges and col- 
lege students, Dr. Bolewski has 
seen much to admire in the 
American system of emphasit- 
ing social as well as intellectual 
development. 

“I think it is the future 
method for our country, too,” 
he says, “even though I see 
certain dangers in it, the great- 
est danger being that of stand- 
ardized values which result in 
a large amount of conformity. 
European students are more self 
critical of their convictions; in 
fact they do not have as many 
firm convictions as students 
here.” 

One conviction which inter- 
ested him was the confident 
belief that Christianity mean: 
happiness. 

“In talking with students of 
the church’s obligation in mis- 
sion work,” he says, “I found 
they invariably gave the same 
reason: ‘We want to make othe! 
people happy.’” 

America itself impressed him 
most in its melting pot aspect. 

“This, I believe, is over- 
whelming to any European,” he 
says. “Driving along the high- 
way, you have breakfast in one 
state, dinner in another, sup- 
per in a third. It is as if the 
whole European population 
passes before your eyes. You 
see Spanish girls, Nordic men 
and yet they are no longer 
Spanish nor Scandinavian. They

But now 
(as he should have foreseen) 
he had no convenient and im- 
mediate way to return to his 
hand to pick up the remaining 
trumps. 

He was afraid that if he tried 
to ruff dummy’s last diamond 
with a low heart, Mr.

Dale later. As you see, this 
fear was well-founded. 

As the only alternative he 
cashed dummy’s king of clubs, 
then led another club. This 
could have been won by Mr.

After that, there was no way 
to prevents Mr. Dale from win- 
ning the setting trick with his 
jack of hearts. 

Mr. Abel had not even con- 
sidered an alternative line of 
play, which was actually a bet- 
ter percentage pley than the 
one he had chosen.

Here in St. Louis, Dr. Bolew- 
ski was the guest of the Luther- 
an Church—Missouri Synod, vis- 
iting Concordia Seminary and 
Concordia Publishing House, 
both of which impressed him 
greatly.

EANWHILE, Pastor Werner 
Dicke was visiting Shriners’, 
City and Lutheran hospitals, 

and the Lighthouse for the Blind, 
2315 Locust street. Although 
there are no blind persons in 
Annastift, the handicapped cen- 
ter he directs, Pastor Dicke was 
interested in observing:the work 
with the blind as there is a 
neighboring institute for the 
blind in Hannover and they are, 
he observed, “good neighbors.” 

On a compiete tour of the 
Lighthouse, he marveled at how 
the sightless and partially 
sighted turn out brooms, mops, 
doormats, pillow cases, and as- 
semble infants’ feeding sets and 
terrycloth blocks. 

“We have had public welfare 
for the handicapped, especially 
young people, since 1921,” 
Pastor Dicke said. “We have 
medical training, education, and 
vocational training, and have 
had good experiences, but we 
feel it is not enough. Our Fed- 
eral Government is now pre- 
paring a law similar to the ex- 
cellent law you recently passed.” 
(Public Law 565, enacted in 
1954.)

Dear Martha: 

I WOULD LIKE TO SAY a few words to the woman 
who signed herself “Bothered.” . She felt a neighbor favored 
her daughter over her baby son. I have a 24-year-old girl 
and a 16-month-old boy. All of the boy’s life I have been 
accused of doing an injustice to him. People have said | 
favor my little girl. At the same time, some of my family 
have told me I favor my son. I have spent a hard 16 months 
because of this, so I know what I am talking about. It’s 
people like you who have nothing more important to do 
It’s none 
of your business how this woman raises her children. How 
do you know what she does for her children when you aren't 
there? People like you take up so much of a mother’s time 
that she could be spending on her youngest child. I know. 
I don’t think this letter will be printed, but I'm hoping 
that it will be. Then maybe some of my neighbors will 
see it, too. MRS. D. B. 


Dear Martha: 


PEOPLE LIKE “BOTHERED” who persistently intrude 
on the intimate life of other families, gossips who know 
everything “the neighbors say” and little the experts say, 
are legion in number. These women who attempt to domi- 
nate and dictate the rearing of other people’s children usu- 
ally fall into three classes: spinsters, married women who 
don’t really like children enough to have any of their own, 
and older women who realize too late in life what a mistake 
they made by refusing to bear childreh when they could. 
On the long shot that “Bothered” doesn‘t realize that her 
meddling might cause a great deal more harm than anything 
the mother might do, it should be pointed out that genuine 
interest in other people’s children can be commendable if 
properly directed. “Bothered” might try this: Go to your 
church, if you have one. Get down on your knees and say 
the Lord’s Prayer very slowly and thoughtfully. Concentrate 
on the passage, “Forgive us our ffespasses,” and realize you 
are trespassing on the lives of other people. Then go home. 
Pick up your phone and make an appointment with the 
Board of Children’s Guardians to apply for the care of 
foster children ... many children still need someone to care 
for them. Perhaps you will be accepted, but you may be 
rejected. Other people may not consider you qualified to 
care for children either. Should you have the humility and 
courage to do this, and should you be accepted as a foster 
mother you will undoubtedly find that no mother (not even 
you) is perfect. Also that conditions exist within a home 
that strangers know nothing about, and most mothers do 
their best to rear their children well. The worst mistake 
that any mother could possibly make is to let “friends and 
neighbors” trespass.

A Missionary tor Church Missions 
Mrs. Paul K. Justus Cites Needs at Home, Abroad; Institute Here Friday

Men PAUL K. JUSTUS 1s. 


For Mrs. Justus, 
a slender, blue-eyed University 
Citian and member of Second 
Presbyterian Church, believes 
there’s as much need for mis- 
sionaries to fight disease and 
delinquency in America’s own 
backyard as in the dark corners 
of the world. To her, both are 
equally important. 

Because of her special inter- 
est in this phase of religious ac- 
tivity, she will serve as chair- 
man of the Mission Institute to 
be sponsored by the United 
Church Women of St. Louis on 
Friday. The daytime session will 
be from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. at 
Union Avenue Christian Church, 
733 Union boulevard, and the 
evening session at 6: 30 p.m. at 
Second Presbyterian Church, 
4501 Westminster place. 

It was at the latter church 
that Mrs. Justus contributed 
her first volunteer service by 
waiting on tables at a Wednes- 
day evening dinner. When the 
late Mrs. Walter W. Head, 
chairman of the nominating 
committee, “wouldn’t take no 
for an answer,” she became 
chairman of the mission de- 
partment of the Women’s Associ- 
ation, beginning a church ca- 
reer that now has taken her 
to the national level. One of 
16 women of her denomination 
selected by the church’s govern- 

body, the General Assem- 
bly, to the Board of Foreign 
Missions, she is today one of

“The old concepts of mission- 
ary work are gone, such as the 
missionary barrel and the old 
clothes,” she said. “The ‘Female 
Mite Society’ has disbanded. In 
many places, churches are ac- 
tually doing away with the 
term, ‘missionary,’ and substi- 
tuting ‘fratefnal worker.’ 

“The missionary of modern 
times, rather than trying to 
bring all the people into his 
own denomination, joins the 
national church in the country 
where he is serving and be- 
comes a liaison tween the 
church and the financial and 
technical resources we can send. 
It’s a religious Point Four pro- 
gram.”

UT, Mrs. Justus pointed out 
this changing concept doesn’t 
mean that the need has les- 


sened. 
“We still feel that mission 


work is extremely important, 
not only in blighted communi- 
ties thousands of miles away 


but in the backyards of our own 
country,” she said. “We must 
clean up at home as well as 
take religion and sanitation, 
education and health abroad. 
We can fight loneliness, illness, 
poor housing and juvenile crime 
here as well as there. Foreign 
and national missions go hand 
in hand and we must have both 
to combat what is wrong with 
our community and our world. 

“Of course, evangelism is the 
first reason for mission work, 
but along with the gospel mess- 
age we can take so much more 
into the mission field, where- 
ever that field is. 

“And especially in the area 
of foreign missions, those we 
help have much to give us in 
return.
